Group of Iraqi intellectuals

A GROUP OF Iraqi intellectuals 
Tuesday called on their govern- 
ment to reform tire country's rigid 
one-party political system mid 
pay more attention to opposition 
positions. 

The publication of the state- 
ment appeared to be an effort by 
the government to show that it is 
not a re pressive one as portrayed 
outride . Iraq, but a pragmatic 
system that allows its citizens to 
sptnk their minds. - 

The statement — highly un- 
usual under Iraq's tight controls 
— was published in foe state-nm 
newspaper A1 Jumhouriya and 
carried by the Iraqi News Agency 
(INA). 

The statement could also be 
part - of the campaign to muster 
public support for the govern- 
ment during its latest confronta- 
tion with the West. 

Since, the United States,. Bri- 
tain and France began enforcing a 


“no-fly” zone in southern lraq on 
Aug. 27, Baghdad has gone out 
of its way to encourage public 
support for tire government, not- 
ably among southern Shiites. 

It has lauded the efforts of 
southern tribal leaders and offi- 
cials from the ruling Baath Party 
in countering alleged incursions 
by Shiite rebels from Iran and has 
sent an emissary to try to contact 
with Iraqi opposition groups.

" But they later said the Amal 
chief and Ms. Hariri, the sister of 
Lebanese-born Saudi bflftonaire 
Rafik Hariri, took tire final lead 
after a ballot box from a remote 
village arrived and was counted. 

AH 22 candidates on the “Li- 
beration lift” offered by Hizbol- 
lah, the secular Amal movement 
and their Syrian-bac&ed allies 
were elected, along with a Sunni 
Mhsfim independent from Sidon. 


- _ Mr. Beni took first place with 
'118327- votes, ahead of Ms. Hariri 
with 117,761. Hizbollab’s 
Mohammad Fndsh with U7;753 
votes and Mohammad Raad in 
-fourth place with 316,646, the 
officials said. 

The victory for tire “Liberation 

list,” winch campaigned on a 

platform of toppling South Leba- 
non’s traditional leaders, was 
made easier by a Christian 
boycott of all three rounds of 
voting. 

. Neither former Parliament 
Speaker Kamel A1 Assad nor any 
members of his 20-name 
“Opposition” list were elected to 
the new 128-member assembly

Mr- Assad Monday accused 
Amal and Hizbollah of tire big- 
gest vote-rigging operation, in 
Lebanese history.

King returns home 
early next week

AMMAN — His Majesty King 
Hussein is expected to return 
home early next week after 
recuperating from surgery he 
underwent ui the U.S. on Aug. 
21. informed sources said 
Tuesday. 

The King, who had his left 
kidney and a tumour in the 
urinary tract removed in 
surgery at the Mayo Clink, 
Rochester, Minnesota, will re- 
turn to a rousing welcome, 
preparations for which are 
already underway throughout 
the Kingdom. 

The King arrived in London 
Sunday from the U.S.. along 
with Her Majesty Queen Noor 
and members of the royal fami- 
ly as well as the team of Jorda- 
nian physicians who accompa- 
nied him to St. Mary's Hospital 
at the Mayo Clinic. 

The King left the clinic on 
Aug. 31 and spent a few days 
in Washington, where he was 
the guest of honour at a dinner 
hosted by U.S. President 
George Bush at the White 


House. 

It was one of the high points 
of the King's stay in the U.S. 
after the surgery. One source 
described the dinner as “very 
warm and intimate” and said it 
was attended by “almost all 
members of the Bush cabinet." 

“It was a very warm occa- 
sion which also appeared to 
sweep aside all irritants in 
Jordanian-American rela- 
tions." said the source. “AH 
American officials expressed 
what was obviously genuine 
delight that the King’s surgery 
was a success and that it was a 
permanent cure.” 

The concern of President 
Bush over the King's health 
was evident in that he sent his 
persona) physician to the Mayo 
Clinic to report back to him 
with full derails of the King's 
health and the surgery he 
underwent, according to the 
source. 

During his stay in Washing- 
ton. the King also met with the 
Jordanian delegation to the bi- . 
lateral peace talks with Israel. ' 
The talks began Aug. 24 and 
took a recess on Sept. 3 until

Afghan minister calls for 
urgent aid before snows 


SYDNEY (R) — Afghanistan 
needs international aid urgently, 
especially medical and food sup- 
plies, before winter snows block 
much of the mountainous coun- 
try, Afghan . Deputy Foreign 
Minister Najibuiab Lafraie said 
Tuesday. 

Mr. Lafraie said Kabul was 
struggling to recover from rocket 
attacks by renegade Mujahedeeo ■ 
rebels last month which killed 
2,000 avffians and injured 9,000. 

A lack of medical supplies in 
the Afghan capital meant surg e r y 
was now conducted without 
anaesthetic, Lafraie said. 

“There is an urgent need for 
relief as s i st an ce,” Mr. Lafraie 
told a news conference marking 
the beginning of his two-day Au- 
stralian visit. 

“When the snow falls it will be 
very, very difficult to t ra nsport 
aid. There is an urgent need to 
send re fief supplies before the 
snow falls and roads are block- 
ed.” 

The Geneva-based Interna- 
tional Committee of tire Red 
Cross (ICRC) has brought in 
three convoys by road from 
Pakistan with 20 tonnes of medi- 
cines and supplies, while tire first 
iramamtarian ffigfat in a month 
brought 650 kilogrammes of Red 
Cross medicine into Kabul air- 
port last Friday. 

Mr. Lafraie said Australia had 
a responsibility to tr an sform its 


political su p port for Af ghanistan 
into pragmatic aid. 

“I believe it is tire duty of all of 
tire international community to 
help Afg hani s ta n at tins stage, 
and I wffl be asking the Austra- 
lian people and government for

GCC gets

Shbeilat 
questioning 
called off

AMMAN — A scheduled inter- 
rogation session with Deputy 
Lritb Shbeilat at the State Secur- 
ity Court was cancelled Tuesday 
after bis lawyers decided to 
boycott it when they were told 
that the deputy was not granted a 
private session with his lawyer, 
according to his attorney Ibrahim 
Bakr. 

Mr. Bakr, who heads a team of 
defence lawyers for Mr. Shbeilat, 
told the Jordan Times that the 
team refused to attend the inter- 
rogation, which was scheduled 
for 5 p.m. at the court in Marka, 
after being told that the 
prosecutor-general refused to 
permit a one-on-one meeting 
with Mr. Shbeilat. 

Mr. Shbeilat on Sunday re- 
fused to make a statement, saying 
that he would speak only at the 
court hearing. According to offi- ( 
rials of the prosecutor-general's 
office, who asked not to be iden- 
tified by name, Mr. Shbeilat 
reiterrated Tuesday that be 
would not answer questions, so 
the scheduled session was cancel- 
led. 

According to the same officials 
the ban against Mr. Shbeilat con- 
tacting anyone other than his 
lawyer was renewed until tire trial 
began. Although no date has 
been set yet for the trial, lawyers 
say that the proseoition can re- 
new the ban on contacts (which 
lasts 10 days) only once, and then 
bail would have to be granted. So 
ter, bail for Mr. Shbeilat has been 
denied. 

Mr. Shbeilat was detained for 
questioning and later charged for 
possession and transporting of 
weapons, to which he pleaded not 
guilty. He is being held at Swaqa 
prison. 70 kilometres south of 
Amman. 

“I told the prosecutor-general 
that I did not change my position 
regarding a private meeting with 
Mr. Shbeilat and that we would 
not attend the interrogation ses- 
sion if this request is not 
granted.” Mr. Bakr said. The 
lawyer advised the deputy not to 
speak until the court hearing. 

Meanwhile, security sources 
denied that another deputy who 
was detained two weeks ago. 
Sheikh Yacoub Qarrash, was 
being treated badly at Jweideh 
prison, where be is being held in 
custody for leading an illegal 
organisation, Shabab A1 Nafcer 
At Islami (Vanguard of Muslim 
Youth). 

“Mr. Qarrash is not being tre- 
ated badly in prison,” said one of 
the sources.

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Housing commitment 
burdens Israeli budget 


Italy probes report of 
waste-dumping in Somalia 


TEL AVIV (R) — The new 
Israeli government’s obligations 
to boy empty housing started by 
its predecessor has undermined 
hopes of a quick economic di- 
vidend from curbing Jewish set- 
tlement of the occupied terri- 
tories. 

Central Bank Governor Jacob 
' Frenkel told Reuters in an inter- 
view Monday the housing obliga- 
tions inherited from the hardline 
Likud government would be a 
burden on the 1993 budget 

“In the existing budget, there is 
a very large section of outlays 
that are reflecting past commit- 
ments,’' Mr. Frenkel said. 

“In the past when the govern- 
ment wished to encourage hous- 
ing, it provided the contractors 
with buy-back guarantees. It's a 
big commitment on the budget 
and especially when we look at 
this coming year when the budget 
is so strained.’’ 

Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
won election in Jnne with a prom- 
ise to divert money from bousing 
(settlements), especially in the 
occupied territories, to invest- 
ment that would stimulate econo- 
mic growth and reduce 11 per 
cent unemployment. 

Critics have assailed his 1993 
budget proposal submitted for 
cabinet debate Sunday, saying it 
did not deliver the promised 
reordering of national priorities. 

The previous Likud govem- 
ment'of Yitzhak Shamir lavished 
money on boosing it said was 
needed for an influx of immig- 
rants from the former Soviet 
Union. 

Bat demand fell when im- 
migration dropped sharply. Many 
homes were also built in unpopu- 


lar sites, rocfuding the occupied 
West Bank and Gaza Strip, to 
tighten Jewish control. 

Mr. Rabin stopped construc- 
tion of 6,000 planned units in the 
occupied territories but, citing 
legal reasons, allowed completion 
of another 11,000 homes 

Finance Minister Abraham 
Shohat said the budget cut 13 
billion shekels ($625 million) 
from investment in the occupied 
territories. However, the budget 
sets aside two billion shekels 
($833 million) to buy 10,000 
homes in Israel and the occupied 
territories that contractors are 
anable to sell. 

Treasury officials estimate the 
government will have bought 
another 20,000 units by the end of 
1992. With 10,000 government- 
built homes also expected to re- 
main unsold, the treasury fore- 
casts the state will own 40,000 
□nits by the end of 1993. i 

The vacant houses were built 
throughout Israel and the occu- 
pied territories in remote areas 
like the Naqeeb Desert where 
demand is low. 

Tber housing budget was cut a 
third to 7.2 billion shekels ($3 
billion) for 1993. Bnt Mr. Frenkel 
urged a further 750 million shekel 
($310 million) cut and suggested 
the government ask contractors 
to hold the homes in order to sell 
or rent them. 

He said money from housing 
should be invested in the business 
sector where unemployed immig- 
rants could find jobs. 

Deputy Housing Minister Ran 
Cohen of the left-wing Meretz 
alliance said he opposed the 
budget proposal because of its 
allocation for Jewish settlement. 


MOGADISHU (R) — Italy is 
Investigating allegations that 
some of its companies took 
advantage of anarchy in Somalia 
to dump toxic waste in its waters, 
visiting Italian Fortign Minister 
Emilio Colombo said Tuesday. 

“It is difficult to get informa- 
tion on this here but we are 
investigating it,” Mr. Colombo' 
told reporters on the second day 
of a peace mission to the shat- 
tered nation. 

The leaders of Somalia’s two 
main factions have both com- 
plained that Italian companies, 
under cover of the chaos in Som- 
Ha caused by 20 months of civil 
strife, dumped wade off its Indi- 
an Ocean coastline. 

Exiled Somalis accuse one of 
the country’s many warlords of 
taking money in return for allow- 
ing the dumping. Details are 
vague bnt it Iras become one of. 
the few issues on which both 
major Somali warlords agree. 

Mr. Colombo said the maww 
was being studied by the United 
Nations Environment Program- 
me (UNEP), winch is based in 
Kenya and monitors the rfk pns al 
of toxic substances worldwide. *

southwest Somalia, the head-

Mr. Colombo’s is foe most 
important visit to Somalia since it 
collapsed into anarchy after the 
overthrow of dictator Moham- 
mad Siad Barrc in January 1991.

Government officials were not 
available to comment on the 
proposal. Kuwait’s cro w n prince 
andf prime minister is Sheikh Saad 
A1 Abdullah A1 Sabah. 

Mr. Naibari also said his group 
would press for a committee of 
public inquiry in the parliament 
to probe what be called “failure, 
negligence and ' carelessness 
shown by persons in authority 
before and during the invasion.” 

Iraqi troops took only a few 
hours to reach Kuwait CSty when 
they invaded on Aug. 2, 1990.

18 months after war, Baghdad is rebuilt , but.probiems linger

BAGHDAD — Eighteen 
months after the last allied 
bomb dropped in the Gulf war,

The bazaars are crowded. 
People frequent the res- 
taurants along foe banks of the 
Tigris River to eat savory mas- 
gonf — a grouper-like fish 
found in the Tigris.

Iranian delegation meets Chinese leaders 

PFKTu r, (AF)— An Iranian military delegation met with Chinese 
officials Tuesday to rfiOTi« further military cooperation between 
flic two countries, the state-run Xinhua news agency reported. In a 
. brief dispatch, Xinhua said the Iranian group held talks with Zhao 
Nanqi, dir ector of tire General Logistics Department of foe 
Chinese People’s liberation Army. The arrival of the Iranian 
group sets foe stage for the Sept. 9-12 official visit of Iranian 
Pr e si d ent Hasbenti Rafeanjam. Mir. Ra&anjam. has been invited 
by his Chinese c ou nt e rpart. President Yang Shangkun. Mr. Yang 
travelled to Iran late last year on the first official visit to that 
country by a Chinese bead of state since tbe 1979 Islamic revolution 
there. China was a major arms supplier to Iran daring the 1980-88 
Iran-Iraq war. It has also sold nuclear technology to Iran, but says 
it was only for peaceful purposes and that foe two countries are not 
involved in a nuclear weapons programme. 

Kazakhstan ‘will not sell nuclear weapons’ 

TEL AVIV (AP) — The prime minister of Kazakhstan told Israeli 
leaders Monday his country would not sell any of the nuclear 
weapons that it inherited with foe breakup of tbe Soviet Union. 
Sergei Tereschenko, tbe first premier of a Muslim republic of the 
former Soviet Union to visit Israel, made the statement to 
President Herzog and later repeated it on Israel Radio. 

“Nudear weapons will not be sold, not to Iran or any other 
country. Kazakhstan is peace-loving. Israel has nothing to worry 
about,” Mr. Tereschenko told the radio. Mr. Tereschenko, who 
arrived in Israel Sunday night for a three-day visit, met Monday 
with Mr. Herzog and Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin. Mr. Teres- 
chenko told Mr. Rabin he wanted Israeli technology and economic 
and agricultural expertise to help develop his country, which is tbe 
largest of the Mustim republics and is rich in natural resources. Mr. 
Rabin and Mr. Tereschenko agreed to set up a joint committee to 
consolidate economic projects, a statement from Mr. Rabin’s office 
stud. Mr. Herzog’s office said that the Kazahkstan premier told tbe 
prerident that he hoped to end his visit to Israel by signing trade 
agreements with the Jewish state. 

Strong quake rocks southern Iran 

NICOSIA (AP) — A strong earthquake shook the southern 
Ir ani an province of Fan Tuesday, killing at least (me person and 

^ three others, the official Islamic Republic News Agency 
reported. The agency, monitored m Nicosia, said the 
quake occurred at 5:10 a.m. (0040 GMT) and that it was centred 
110 kilometres south of the provincial, capital of Sbiraz. It said the 
dty of Hnizabad, 90 kflometres s o o th of Shiraz, was shaken and 
that there was “heavy damage” to booses in a nearby village. The 
village was not named. “Two relief and medical care teams have 
been rushed to tbe area,” IRNA said. It said the temblor was felt in 
Shiraz and in Kazeron, 90 kflometres to the west. Earlier, Tehran 
radio said the quake measured 5.5 on the Richter scale, according 
to readings at the seasmologkal centre in Shiraz. A quake of that 
magnitude can cause considerable damage. The Richter scale is a 
gauge of the energy released by a earthquake as measured by the 
ground motion recorded on a seismograph. 

Tunis says official media open to opposition 

TUNIS (R) — Tunisia's six legal opposition parties wifl have their 
views aired on state radio ami television and by the state news 
agency, a government official said Monday. Fethi Hound, secret- 
ary of state for information, told a news conference that statements - 
of opposition parties “woold be exploited (by die official media) 
when they respect foe Ugh iatercsts.af" foe country, especially 
r e g a rd i ng die foreign relations.” Tunisia usually gives the opposi- 
tion access to-offidal media only during election periods. Moham- 
mad Boudriba, an official of foe opposition Popular Unity Party 
who attended the news conference, welcomed foe announcement 
but was sceptical of what it would accomplish. “We have heard 
such promises in tire past,” he said. 

U.S. navy chief meets UAE military leaders 

DUBAI (R) — Rear-Admiral Raynor Taylor, commander of U.S. 
naval forces in the Golf, met United Arab Emirate (UAE) naval 
and air force comman de rs in Abu Dhabi on Monday, Emirates 
News Agency reported. Adm. Taylor held smarate talks with 
Brigadier Rashid Al Riyann, commander of UAE air forces and air 
defence, and Brigadier Hazza Al Dannaki, commander of UAE 
naval forces, it said. Tbe agency said the talks covexed military 
‘subjects of mutual interest but gave no further details. U.S. 
warplanes from the aircraft carrier USS Independence in tire 
■ northern Gulf are currently enforcing a no-fly zone over southern

336 literacy 
centres opened 
this year 

AMMAN (Petra) — The Minis- 
try of Education this year opened 
636 adult and literacy to offer 
education to nearly 10.862 
citizens, according to Deputy 
Prime Minister and Minister of 
Education Thouqan Hindawi. 

The cost of these centres, 
which employ 636 teachers, is 
estimated at JD 230,000, said the 
minister in a statement Tuesday 
marking the International Day 
for the Eradication of Illiteracy. 

“It is hoped that these centres 
will help reduce by at least one 
per cent annually the present 19 
per cent illiteracy rate in the 
Kingdom.” said the minister in 
his statement delivered on his 
behalf by the Ministry's Director 
of Education Thouqan Obeidat. 

He said that Jordan hopes to 
reduce the rate of illiteracy to 
eight per cent by 2000. 

In a statement Sunday. Dr. 
Obeidat said the Ministry of 
Education was keen on reducing 
the rate of illiterate persons in 
view of the negative aspects illi- 
teracy can have on socio- 
economic development. He said 
the rate of illiteracy in Jordan has 
dropped from 67.7 per cent in 
1961 to 19 per cent at the end of 
1990.

Municipality conducts tests 
on water, foodstuffs to ensure 
adherence to regulations 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Greater 
/unman Municipality said Tues- 
day that water supplied and used 
within the Amman region for 
different purposes is of good 
quality and that regular tests are 
conducted to ensure that good 
quality is maintained under all 
circumstances. 

Dr. Ali Al Ibrahimi, director of 
the municipality’s food and en- 
vironmental Control Depart- 
ment. said that inspectors from 
his department last month con- 
ducted tests on 104 water wells 
owned by the public sector, seven 
privately-owned wells, 21 public 
water tanks, 30 water networks, 
27 samples of mineral water and 
63 samples of water taken from 
swimming pools, and found that 
only four samples did not con- 
form to the standard arid speci- 
fications. The deficient samples 
were from swimming pools, be 
said. . in 

Owners of these public pools 
were issued warnings and two of 
the swimming pools were closed 
due to failure to abide by the 
public health regulations, Mr. 
Ibrahimi said. 

He said the owners of the four 
pools wfll be fined for the viola- 
tions. 

In the past month, the depart- 
ment also conducted tests on 309 
samples of milk and milk pro- 
ducts, bread of different types, 
sweets, fat, oil, spices and choco- 
lates. Tests proved that 12 sam- 


ples did not conform to the given 
specifications while four samples. ; ~ 
proved unfit for human consump- . \v ; 
tion, according to Mr. Ibrahimi.,^ 

He said that tests for germs' 
were conducted on 223 samples 
of various kinds of food stuffs. £- 
and three samples were unfit >. 
for human consumption. 

According to Mr. Ibrahimi, a •- 
total of 60 tonnes of foodstuffs 
were destroyed by the municipal- 
ity last month upon the request of '■ 
their owners as their validity had IS 
expired. But he said that the 
department ordered three food 
stores temporarily closed for • ’> 
violating public health regular ■ 
tions. •

Mr.- Ibrahimi also said that his ; 
department conducted medical 
examinations on workers em- . % 
ployed in the food processing 
industry last month. Out of 1277 , 
workers, 48 proved to be suffer- 
ing from some illnesses and were ’ - 
ordered to be suspended from v 
work until they have recovered, 

Mr. Ibrahimi added. He said

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Old habits die hard 

THE DECISION of the Labour-led government in 
Israel to earmark $1 billion for construction of Jewish 
settlements in occupied Arab territories during fiscal 
year 1992-93 is a severe blow to the Middle East peace 
process. Israel’s draft budget for 1993 is dear on this 
point and for all intents and purposes does not differ 
from the 1992 budget applied by former Israeli Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir when it comes to allocations 
for housing Israelis on the West Bank and Gaza Strip. 
■With aO the fanfare associated with Yitzhak Rabin’s 
dramatic decision to scale down settlement activity in 
the occupied territories as soon as he assumed power, 
the new Israel! budget is a great disappointment for all 
those who have pinned hope on the new government 
and a major setback to the ongoing peace talks. 

True that Rabin reneged on his pledge to end the 
settlement erf 1 Arab lands when he detailed his govern- 
ment’s policy on the Jewish settlements in Arab 
territories by announcing that construction on some 
11,000 units already begun by Shamir’s government 
would go ahead on schedule. But the real punch came 
when the 1993 budget was unveiled Sunday and with it 
confirmation that no less than $1 billion will be spent 
on these and other housing projects. 

There is no escape from the conclusion that the 
official release of the new Israeli budget will poor cold 
water on the shoulder. of the Arab parties which 
harboured illusions about the significance of the 
ten-day recess from the Washington jicsace talks. It was 
thought by all the Arab u n^ofiating. teams that Israel 
sought the break from tjje peace p&igys to reconsider 
its negotiating -posture with a view to introduce new 
momentum to them in response to the Arabs’ forth- 
coming negotiating positions. Now the Arab side 
cannot help bat feel the impact of the new Israeli 
budget and will be forced to interpret the disclosed 
allocations for the Israeli faousng projects as a dear 
Signal that not much has changed in Israeli politics or 
policies. 

It is incumbent on the Israeli negotiators to put in 
perspective this reinforced impression about Rabin’s 
bottom line stance on Jewish settlements by delivering 
on his announcement, a few days ago, that “Israel has 
not disclosed all its cards in the current Middle East 
negotiations,” and that his government has “not 
revealed the price it was prepared to pay in exchange 
for full peace.” If Israel cannot expose or [day out its 
negotiating cards all at once, the least one expects it to 
do is to deal some valuable cards at this stage in order 
to maintain the momentum of the an emic peace 
process. Dedaring that the $1 billion allocation for 
Jewish settlements will, after all, not go to more 
colonisation of the .occupied territories coaid be just 
the kind of move that the Arab side is impatiently 
waiting for. 


ARABIC PRESS COMMENTARIES 


Al Ra'i Arabic daily commented on reports that the Arab World 
lost S760 billion in the Gulf War noting that the losses came as a 
result of divisions among Arabs and the hatred of the Western 
countries for the Arabs and Muslims. Most of the losses are due to 
the heavy bombing and destruction of the Iraqi civilian installa- 
tions and infrastructure, including schools, hospitals, factories 
and bridges, said the daily. The Arabs could have put an end to 
their border disputes and could have paved the way for a 
settlement in the Gulf, but they preferred to invite in the 
aggressors and sustain so much sufferings, destruction and human 
and material losses, the paper continued. Instead of becoming 
rich countries, the Arabs, including those with oil wealth, have 
become indebted to the West which spared no effort in pillaging 
and looting Arab wealth in the Gulf and the funds deposited in 
Western banks, the paper said. The huge losses for the Arabs in 
the Gulf war, as declared by a meeting by the governors of Arab 
central banks, include psychological, social as well as material 
losses, not only for the Iraqis who took the main brunt but also 
the poor and rich Arab states alike, the paper added. Since it is 
the! warmongers in the West, who hate the Arabs, that have 
caused so much damage to the nation, the paper said, the new 
Arab generation should be taught to remember this crime 
committed by criminals in Paris, London, Washington and over 
Western capitals. 

A COLUMNIST in Al Ra’i daily focused attention on the rights 
of the expatriates returning from Kuwait The teachers who spent 
their lifetime in the Gulf emirate are being denied their rights to 
retrieve their savings with the Social Security Fund of Kuwait, said 
Nazih. The writer said the teachers arc demanding that they get 
back their premiums, which they are refused this request. The 
writer said that huge amounts of money had been paid to the 
teachers' Social Security Fund and the g ov e r n ment should 
interfere and help these teachers regain their rights which run into 
millions of dinars. The writer expressed support and sympathy for 
the teachers who, he said, have been paying part of their salaries 
each month, awaiting the end of service in order to receive 
remuneration in addition to the amounts they had been paying. 
But, be noted, they are now shocked to see the Kuwaitis denying 
them die right even to their qwn funds paid over the years. The 
writer urged the Ministry of Labour and the Foreign Ministry to 
step up their contacts with die Kuwaiti authorities in order to 
regain the Jordanian citizens’ rights.

Overstocking and the construction boom 


IS IT early for an economic analyst to start talking about the end 
of the present construction boom and the implications of such 
eventuality? Probably yes, but it is not too early. 

An investment cycle extends for not less than one year. So, the 
construction upturn which started almost a year ago has hardly 
worked itself out A drive m Amman will establish beyond doubt 
the feet that the construction fever is still raging on. Tins suggests 
■that the construction boom will be with us through at least 1993. 

But when this boom comes to an end, no businessman or 
economist will recognise that A certain period of time will elapse 
before the shift in the construction cycle is noticeable, during 
which the business community behaves as if there is an economic 
expansion. Here, wrong and bad decisions are taken by all or 
most of the players on the economic arena. A state of over- 
stocking will grip the national economy and wil> be symptomatic 
of the onset of the downturn of activity. Such overstocking takes 
various forms. 

Overstocking in the construction sector proper takes mainly the 
form of excess supply of housing units. Developers cannot 
suspend work in buildings under erection even when it becomes 
dear that the demand for housing units is grinding to a halt. In 


macro terms, excess supply of dwellings is a good thing in urban 
centres, especially in capital cities, because it siphons away 
potential bousing crises and ameliorates inflationary pressures. 
The problematic aspects of boose overstocking is confined to 
those developers who cannot afford to hold die excess units under 
the pressure of Ikpkfity and financc roquircinents, in which case 
they create problems for themselves and for their bankers. 

Another form of overstocking relates to contractore who go 
very long on machinery and equipment. Fleets of bulldozers, 
cranes, tractors etc. will stay idle or/and rust out. 

Retailers and wholesalers of building materials tend to build 
stocks during a construction boom and get overstocked at its end. 
This is also true of property dealers who might accumulate 
building lands in excess of what is warranted, and thus get stuck 
with very expensive, sterilised and illiquid assets. 

The combined negative impacts of all these forms of overstock- 
ing are reflected on banks in their capacity as the major and 
sometimes only lenders to the business community and thereby’ 
they actually underwrite overstocking in the economy. The result 
will be a growth in their troubled loam and ultimately a rise in bad 
debts. In other words, banks w31 have their own overstocks of 
loans.

A year later, the same oil-rich smugness

Soon after the Gulf war, U.S. 
newspapers raised concerns ab- 
out democracy in Kuwait but 
mostly pictured Kuwaitis as hav- 
ing learned a great lesson: They 
would turn from their arrogant 
ways and learn to bake their own 
bread and sweep their own 
streets. 

No more, Kuwaits said, would 
they depend on foreigners to run 
their own country. What they 
meant was that they would no 
longer depend on the quarter- 
million Palestinians they began to 
harry from the country. After 
international condemnation 
slowed early “excesses," 
Kuwait’s new “population ba- 
lance” policy became a campaign 
to starve the Palestinians out, 
despite the numbers of them who 


fought in the resistance or risked 
their lives to save trapped Wes- 
terners. 

By September 1991, a quarter 
million domestics had been im- 
ported to serve 600,000 Kuwaitis, 
and more than 1.5 million fore- 
igners were working in the coun- 
try. While security police hound- 
ed Palestinians out (sample de- 
portable offense: running a red 
light), the airport filled with Sri 
Lankans, Filipinos and Bang- 
ladeshis tagged like cattle. A 
member oftbe Kuwaiti ruling 
family, put it this way: “This is 
our country; we can do what we 
want.” 

That haughtiness characterises 
Kuwait’s postwar attitude. Little 
gratitude is expressed towards 
America, because “we paid for 


it,*‘ meaning Kuwait paid its 
operational costs. As for Desert 
Storm, many Kuwaitis rational- 
ise, with good cause, that the 
West acted only m its own in- 
terest (“If we grew carrots, do 
you think you would save us?”) 
and speculate that George Bush 
lured Saddam Hussein into a 
trap. Theories abound. The 
Americans have come to take 
over. The Americans set the oil 
fires to make money putting them 
out. 

On the day the government 
announced its army would re- 
ceive U.S. Patriot missiles, it 
prohibited an American-spon- 
sored election seminar because it 
would “constitute interference in 
the internal affairs of Kuwait.” In 
June, the speaker of the national 


council accused the U.S. ambas- 
sador of interference and proc- 
laimed that “our Arab brothers” 
saved Kuwait 

I found little commitment to 
rebuilding the nation. I did find 
under the oil-rich smugness 
a frenetic self-doubt. Kuwaitis 
purchase 4-wheel-drive vehicles 
(for quick escapes) by the 
thousands and ship their dinars 
outride the country by tbe'bO- 
hons. 

Fkom March 1992 on. a wave of 
terrorist shootings and bombing 
— mostly unreported and 
directed hugely towards foreign 
influence — rocked the country. 
In reaction, the government 
harassed long-term expatriates. 

Freedom of the press, bally- 
booed hi February, evaporated. 



Death comes daily in 


Somalia despite airlift

BAEDOA, Somalia — Moham- 
mad Osman rasped his last breath 
at 10 minutes past eight oh Sun- 
day morning in a feeding camp 
set np to stop him and thousands 
of famished Somalis dying. 

He died under a tree, SO metres 
from a soup kitchen and 700 
metres from die airstrip where 
the latest consignment of West- 
ern food aid was being unloaded. 

As biscuits were handed out 
around him to matdbstick waifs, 
his terrified eyes dulled over, his 
diseased lungs stopped wheezing 
and the convulsions beneath bis 
tattered rags abruptly ceased. 

Five weeks after the United 
States and tis allies decided to 
address the worst humanitarian 
crisis on their troubled agenda, 
thousands of Somalis are still 
dying, and will continue to do so 
daily, relief workers said. 

“We are in the middle of the 
tunnel. We can’t even see the 
light,” said Pascal Edou of the 
International Committee of tire 
Red Cross (ICRC), the standard 


bearer for relief in Somalia, 
where two million may starve to 
death. 

The ICRCs raw data of disas- 
ter is collected daily. Every morn- 
ing survivors bring cut their dead 
wrapped in paper bundles, rags 
or old food sacks and a lorry 
takes them away for mass burial. 

Mohammad Osman died as the 
lorry took away bundle 27. He 
had lived for 29 years as a peasant 
fanner in the Baidoa region, 250 
kilometres northwest of Moga- 
dishu. 

As he died, the tony still had to 
visit many more feeding centres 
and shelters for the 50,000 starv- 
ing people camped around 
Baidoa. All along the road wheel- 
barrows waited with their stiffen- 
ing bundles. 

Two hundred bodies are col- 
lected daily,” said Christophe 
Sereau of the ICRC That's a few 
less than in the past two months, 
but not much. . 

“The death rate is slowly going 
down because, die worst cases of 


malnutrition have already died. 
“You don’t see one or two year- 
okl kids around here anymore. 
They’re all dead.” 

Sonflar data for lives saved is 
not readily available. But suffer- 
ing is on an unimaginable scale. 
“IPs worse than anything I ever 
saw in Ethiopia in 1965,” said an 
aid worker with the Irish charity 
goal. 

Dotted around Somalia’s 
fourth biggest town tens of 
thousands of peasants wait for 
food to build up the strength to 
go back to wrecked villages 
where they have no seed and no 
tools to prepare the ground be- 
fore the short rainy season starts 
in a week or so. 

While relief agencies fly in food 
and make plans for the immedi- 
ate future, many are still Inner 
that the world failed to act until 
U.N. Secretary-General Boutros 
Ghali urged the West to treat 
Somalia with the same urgency it 
did Yugoslavia. 

The ICRC said it warned of 


catastrophe in December. “Five 
to six months ago we could have 
saved these people, stopped all 
this,” said Edou. 

They are also sceptical about 
the usefulness of a U.S. airlift 
which George Bush announced 
last month bat which has yet to 
deliver grain to Baidoa, die 
worst -hit centre. 

Relief agencies say the war that 
toppled dictator Mohammad Siad 
Bane in January 1991 and tire 
dan warfare that followed until a 
fragile ceasefire in March this 
year has wrecked all infrastruc- 
ture and put back relief work 
even more. 

There’s no infrastructure, no 
police, water, dectricity,. no- 
thing. It’s total anarchy,” said 
Rupert Lewis of the U-N. Chil- 
dren's -agency UNICEF. ■

Arriving six months after li- 
beration, I looked forward to 
assisting in the reconstruction of 
Kuwait University. Soon, with 
other newcomers from countries 
that had supported Desert Storm, 
I experienced hostility and 
bureaucratic humiliation. 

Outside the university, the 
two-thirds of Kuwaitis who re- 
turned from a year in Saudi Ara- 
bia, England. Nice or Monte Car- 
lo (“My biggest problem during 
the war,” one student wrote, 
“was filling my Mercedes in Lon- 
don. So expensive!”) took up 
their old lifestyle with new cal- 
lousness. 

They scrambled to produce oil 
at prewar levels without regard 
for warnin gs of environmental-' 


ists. They filled their army with 
stateless mercenaries. None 
spoke for the Palestinians or for 
human rights for imported 
labour. Fear of the national 
security police kept opposition 
down. On the campus, progres- 
sive student groups wasted away 
as more and more Kuwaitis 
bowed to Islamic fundamentalism 
and its hatred of the West. 

Government compensation for 
war damage extended only to 
Kuwaiti citizens. When I re- 
turned to America after an 
academic year in Kuwait, I was 
struck by die extreme discrepan- 
cies between what I had experi- 
enced and the images of Kuwait 
most people here seem to have. I 
suspect that the American peo- 
ple, bewitched by a few pictures 
of Kuwaitis clutching American 
flags, would not like the whole 
picture — The Washington Post.

Prevention better 
than cure 


To (be Editor: 

It was with great interest and concern that I read your editorial 
entitled “Have Mercy on Young” (Jordan Times, September 3). 

Having spent a total of seven weeks in Jordan over the past ten 
months (encoimtering both snowdrifts and heatwaves in the 
process!) I have found it impossible to ignore the many traffic and 
road safety problems that are evident in Amman and elsewhere. 

I doubt if any of these problems are unique to Jordan and 
therefore I wonder if, in response to your article, I might describe 
a comprehensive new approach presently being adopted across 
Britain to tackle the road safety menace. 

ft has been my most recent professional duty to be the author of 
the “Road Safety Plan” for one of London's mimidpaJities. In 
drawing up this plan, we have sought to meet the challenge of 
reducing the number and severity of road accidents by making 
recommendations in each of seven “key areas.” Each area is vital 
and success cannot be expected if a commitment to each is not 
maintained. The key areas axe: 

Information: ft is essential to have accurate information about 
what and where the problems are. The Traffic Department’s 
statistical bulletins seem like the basis of a good system. 

Planning: It is not enough amply to react to “last week’s” 
problems; it is vital to analyse trends, look ahead and thereby 
control the menace. This should include appropriate new legisla- 
tion.

Enforcement By the police; to ensure that traffic laws s 
obeyed mid engineering measures are properly observed. 

Education: It is of overriding importance that, from a you 
age, children receive formal education about the dangers th 
face on the roads.

Encouragement: Perhaps the most daunting task in Jordan t 
is the c hang in g of adult attitudes. It includes promotion’ a 
advertising (posters/TV) to encourage safer driving and ma 
parents more aware for their children’s sake.

“whoever they may be” of your article) — engineers, plmme 
financing and legislative bodies, the police, schools, hea 
services — must be closely linked to ensure efficiency a 
thereby success.

Right-wing surge shows cracks 
in Hungary’s leading party

BUDAPEST — The far-right 
wing has suddenly seized centre- 
stage in Hungary, threatening to 
undermine the country’s reputa- 
tion as a haven of moderation in a 
turbulent region. 

A scathing essay by - Istvan 
Csurka, a guru of the extreme 
right and vice-chairman of tire 
ruing Hungarian Democratic 
Forum (HDF), has highlighted a 
battle for ideological control of 
the party. 

It hit the country Hke a bomb 
when it appeared late last month. 
Critics say it oozes anti-Seuiitism, 
racism, raw hatred of commun- 
ists, and disregard for the rule of 
law. 

Damning the government for 
hesdtance, Mr. Csurka said the 
party betrayed true Hungarians 
in 1990 by striking a pact with the 
liberal opposition designed to 
Speed up law-making as Hungary 
cast off co mmunism . 

The pact called for the opposi- 
tion Alliance of Free Democrats 
(AFD) to forego its right to insist 
on two-thirds majority voting on 
many laws. In retain, the AFD 
won the presidency for its man, 
Arpad Goncz. 

In effect, Mr. Csurka wrote, 
the deal allowed Jews, commun- 
ists and liberals to keep their grip 
on power and frustrate a real 
change of system that would 
make Hungarians masters of their 
own fate. 

‘“The government could not 
oust them completely, so they 
still have their western links and 
use them,’’ he told Reuters in an 
interview. “Tins fs not a myth of a 
Jewish conspiracy. This is a 
Hungarian phenomenon winch 
we nave to

Mr. Csurka’s article shamed 
many Hun garians inside and out- 
side the party, not for criticising 
lhe HDF record but for pas- 
' aonately embracing radical right- 
ideas. 

/eminent negotiators were 
embarrassed by his railings 
against the International Monet- 
ary. "Fund, for instance, which he 
said was supporting the country’s 
’financial elite just as an 
ing Soviet army once 
Hungary’s communist bosses. 

Mr. Csurka also blasted Mr. 
Goncz for refusing to grant Prime 
Minister Jozscf AntaU’s request 
to sack the chiefs of National 
Radio and 1 Television, which Mr. 
Goncz said would threaten free- 
dom of speech. 

“Goncz said ‘no’ because those 
who are standing behind his back 
— the communists, the reform 
communists, the liberal and 
radical nomenclarnrists, tbe 
Paris-New York-Tel Aviv go-be- 
tweens — commanded him to,” 
Mr. Csurka thundered. 

Tbe venomous essay — and 
reaction to it — have exposed 
cracks between the party’s popul- 


ist, conservative and liberal fac- 
tions that Mr, An tall had been 
able to paper over until now. 

HDF colleague and mp Jozsef 
Debreczezri sent Mr. Csurka a 
bitter letter that soon made its 
way into die press, saying parts of 
his essay “correspond perfectly 
with a full Nazi ideology.” 

He added: “I, we and the HDF 
have nothing to do with this.” 

HDF leaders met quickly but, 
anxious to avoid a major split 
when the government is already 
deeply unpopular, issued a bland 
statement reaffirming the right of 
politicians to express personal 
opinions. 

Amid mounting public uproar, 
HDF chief Antall at last took the 
floor in parliament and distanced 
himself from Mr. Csurka, saying 
parts of Ins writings were “politi- 
cally damaging and WTODg.” 

Mr. Csurka, a playwright who 
helped found the HDF, has 
emerged from the scrap congratu- 
lating himself for redirecting tbe 
political discourse in Hungary. 

His only apology has been for 
suggesting Mr. Antall, who suf- 
fers from a curable form of can- 



cer, should step aside to prevent 
his political opponents using his 
illness as a weapon in the next 
general election, due in 1994. 

Mr. Antall Jed tbe party to a 
sweeping victory in free elections 
fa 1990 that ended four decades 
of communist rule. 

He formed a three-party, cen- 
tre-right coalition which has pre- 
served relative calm despite se- 
vere economic recession and 
widespread discontent. 

Foreign investors whose cash 
has helped make Hungary’s eco- 
nomy the mod advanced in 'the 
area often cite political stability 
as an important reason to do 
business here. 

But Tom Lantos, a United 
States congressman bom fa Hun- 
gary, told reporters during a visit 
here Mr. Csurka’s hardline 
nationalism could one day hurt 
Budapest’s foreign ties.. 

“I don’t think that extreme- 
right views can gain ground in 
Hungary,” he said. “However, if 
Csurka’s ideas come to prevail 
among Hungary’s leading politi- 
cians, its relationship with tbe 
United States may see dramatic 
changes with adverse effects on 
several fields of life from tourism 
to investment." 

In the interview, Mr. Csurka 
defended his essay and denied he 
was anti-Semitic. He said he 
wanted to restore tbe HDF and 
save it from defeat in the 1994 
election. 

“I do see a possibility that this 
government can become more 
resolute, more efficient, that it 
would call on people whom it has 
neglected so far in order to win 
the next elections. If things stay 
as they are now, we will not,' 1 he 
said. "This was the most impor- 
tant thing, to shake thing s up." 


U.S. poverty, jobless reports confirm 


what many already know

WASHINGTON — A series of 
dismal reports issued by the U.S. 
government has confirmed what 
many ' hard-pressed citizens 
already know — it is getting 
tougher just to get by. 

In .the past week the govern- 
ment said there were more peo- 
ple living in poverty titan in near- 
ly 30 years, almost 14 per cent of 
the population. 

Of lhe 35.7 mffion people wife incomes 
below the official poverty line, 
4(1 per cent are children and one 
fa four is under six years old. One 
million of the children belong to 
families whose incomes fell below 
the poverty line in tbe past year. 

i’s wealth has nearly 


doubled since 1965 and yet as 
many children are poor today as 
were poor then,” said Children’s 
Defence Fund President Marin 
Wright Edelman. 

But the poor are working. The 
department's Bureau of Labour 
statistics found that 40 per cent of 
poor adults have jobs and nine 
per cent are woriong foil time. 

According to Robert Green- 
stein of the Centre for Budget 
and Policy Analysis, full-time 
work at the minimum wage of 
$4.25 an hour would -leave a 
family of four $1,000 below the 
poverty line. 

The official poverty level 
ranges from $6,932 a year for a 
person living alone to $27,942 for 
a family of nine. A family of four 
with an annual income under 


$13,924 is considered by the gov- 
ernment to live fa poverty. 

There are 9.7 million people 
looking for work, slightly fewer 
than the June peak of 9.98 mil- 
lion, the Labour Department re- 
ported this month. 

But economic analysts were 
very disturbed by the depart- 
ment's August report which 
showed there were 83,000 fewer 
jobs in tbe U.S. economy despite 
a government plan to give sum- 
mer work to 100,000 teenagers. 
The decline in jobs reflected a 

f e number of people who stop- 
looking for work. 

For those who arc better off, 
an incomes report in August 
showed they have to work harder 
just to sray in place. It said 
families with middle-range earn- 


ings lost $1,100 in income, last 
year. 

The White House said the poor 
economy fa general could be ex- 
pected to push incomes down all 
around and the president’s 
spokesman. Marlin Fhzwater, 
added that the government has 
increased payments,, to families: 
with children and has helpedprd-' 
vide more food to the poor. 

Americans have saved less of 
their income than counterparts in 
Japan and Europe. They are also 
bang forced to dip' deeper into 
nest eggs and to take out credit 
cards to keep up then living 
standards. 

Another government economic 
report fa August said the growth 
in spending fa June and July had 
overtaken the growth in incomes. 


China looks to 
nuclear power

HANGZHOU, CHINA — After 
the news each evening, television 
announces which parts of Hang- 
zhou won't have edectricity the 
next day. 

The rotating blackouts are 
Hangzhou’s way of dealing with a 
growing nationwide energy shor- 
tage. 

The shortages have prompted 
China to turn to nuclear power 
even as Western nations shut 
down reactors because of safety 
concerns. 

It is one of only three nations 
with more reactors under con- 
struction than in operation, 
according to tbe Worldwatch In- 
stitute in Washington. The 
others, Cuba and Romania, have 
yet to put a reactor on line. 

China’s first nuclear power 
plant, a 300-megawatt reactor at 
Qinshan, 90 kilometres north of 
Hangzhou, began trial operation 
in December and is expected to 
start commercial generation next 
summer. 

Work on two more reactors at 
Qinshan is to begin next year, 
eventually bringing total capacity 
at the facility to 1,500 megawatts. 

A plant with two 900-megawatt 
reactors is under construction and 
a third has been approved. Nine' 
reactors could be operating fa 
China by the year 2000, generat- 
ing 3 per cent of the country’s 
power. 

There has been no public dis- 
cussion of safety issues, and fore- 
ign observers fear the govern- 
ment might conceal problems. 

“It's always a problem if you 
don’t have a relatively free flow 
of information and public access 
to safety bearing,” said Christ- 
opher Flavin, the Worldwatch 
Institute's vice president for re- 
search and an energy specialist. 

China says its programme is 
safe and that few alternatives are 
available. 

“Nuclear power must be vigor- 
ously developed in China,” Ener- 
gy Minister Huang Yicfaieng de- 
clared last year. 

While the economy grew an 
average of 11 per cent annually in 
1985-1989, Outst ri pp in g tbe 8.5 
per cent ' growth of etectrid^ 
'production.' China’s main energy' 
source is coal, but its main do-' 
posits are in tbe north and tec 
railroads can’t carry enough to 
feed the rapidly developing 
southeast. 

Hydroelectric plants produce 
nearly 30 per cent of China's 
electricity, but the major water 
resources are in the underde- 
veloped southwest. 

The nuclear p ro gr am me has bit 
some major snags- 


At Daya Bay, where two 900- 
megawatt reactors are under con- 
struction just 48 kilometres from 
Hong Kong, work was halted for 
nearly two months fa 1987. Offi- 
cials said 316 steel reinforcing 
bars had been left out when the 
first layer of concrete was poured 
for the foundation. 

Hong Kong is to receive about 
70 per cent of Daya Bay's elec- 
tricity, but residents of the British 
colony have protested its con- 
struction and expressed concern 
about earthquake risks. The ' 
Daya Bay area is crisscrossed tty 
fault lines, one of them only 6.4 
. kilometres from the plant. 

Qinshan has taken nearly seven 
years to build, two years longer 
than planned. Tbe government ■ 
says planners underestimated the 
construction time. 

Outside the main gate, a slogan 
says, “build a nuclear power 
plant. Bring prosperity to tbe . 
people.” Down the road is 
another sign: “The gloiy of the - 
nation.” 

When foreign reporters visited, ; 
plant officials said the reactor was _ 
shut down for tests and they were 
not permitted inside. In the West, 
such a time is usually considered ' 
the safest for visitors. 

Officials cited safety as their 
primary concern. They said, for . . 
example, that the i containment . 
dome had been built several - 
times larger than required for a - 
300-megawatt reactor. 

They also expressed pride in . 
positive reports by the Interna- 
tional Atomic Energy Agency af- 
ter two inspections during eon- ' 
struction. 

“The IAEA believes we have • 
no safety problems and there is - 
no need for us to be inspected 
again after going on line,” said 
Wu Zhaoyuan, a plant official. 

Qinshan, sits between Hang-# 
zhou Bay and Qinshan Mountain 
The nearest residents are on the 
other side of the mountain, about 
0.8 kilometres away. 

Plant officials said plans for 
handling a crisis involve regional - 
dvU and military officials. They 
gave no details. 

Five automated environmental 
inspection stations constantly - 
monitor air and water in tike area 
and tests of air, water, soil, plant 
and animal life are made each 
month^ they said. 

The plant was designed by Chi- 
na, fair important components 
were imported from Japan, Ger- 
many and France. Chinese-made 
copies are to be used in future 
domestic installations and fa a 
plant China has agreed to build in 
Pakistan. 

Nuclear waste will be stored for 
up to 15 years at Qinshan, or until 
a national nuclear waste dump is 
established, the officials said.

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Syria leads with 6 gold 
medals at Pan- Arab Games 


DAMASCUS (R) Syrians po- 
wered their way to six of XO gold 
medals for wrestling at the 7th 
Pan-Arab Games and took their 
country to first place overall, 
according to results as of Tues- 
day. 

Syrian wrestlers also snatched 
two silvers and two bronzes giv- 
ing the host nation a place in each 
of the crowning ceremonies for 
wrestling at Damascus's stadium 
packed with 10,000 people. 

Syria collected another gold 
when Ghada Shua'a who gained 
Syria's first gold of the games in 
javelin, broke an Arab record in 
long jumping. 

Shua'a registered 6.22 metres 
against the Arab record of 6.16 
set in 1985 by Algeria's Yasshni- 
nah Azin. 

Syria won gold in the 25- km 
team cycling event and Osamah 
Shurbaji also got a gold in solo 
gymnastics, for a total of 13. 

Monday's competition, which 
continued until late evening, in- 
cluding the men's 1,500 metres 
won in 3:40.10 minutes by 
Qatar’s Mohammad Suliman who 
took bronze at Barcelona. 

Mahmoud Kalbous of Tunisia 
came in second at 3:31.20 and 
Mohammad Taqi of Morocco was 
third with 3:42.60. 

Morocco's Nazha Badwan 
docked 14.7 seconds for gold in 
the women's 100-metre hurdles 
followed by Ruwayda Ismal of 
Egypt at 15.2 seconds and Amal 


Baraka! of Syria third at 15.7 
seconds. 

In the long jump, Tunisia’s 
Hind Kabbawi came in second to 
Shua’a with 5.91 metres for silver 
and Fadia Abdou of Algeria 
jumped 5.75 metres for bronze. 

Syria won the women's 25-km 
cycling in 36:59.40 minutes. Tire 
Palestinian team took second 


place with 39:1330 and Lebanon 
came in third in 42:36.91 minutes. 


Individual gymnastics was won 
by Syria's Shurbaji who got 54.30 
points out of 60. Another Syrian, 
Ala’udeen Namou, got the silver 
with 54.15 points. Abdul-Hakim 
Osmani of Algeria took bronze 
with 53.75 points. 

Algerian Olympic gold medal- 
list Hassiba Boulmerka Monday 
won the 1,500 metres race at the 
Pan-Arab Games in the Syrian 
port dty of Latrkia. 

Boulmerka docked a time of 
four minutes 17.8 seconds, sever- 
al seconds slower than her Barce- 
lona time of 3:55.3. 

Najat Bou-AJi of Morocco 
came second with a time of 4:32.0 
while Alia A1 Mauri of Jordan 
took the bronze with 4:49.7. 

Boulmerka told Syrian Televi- 
sion after the race she had wanted 
to compete m Syria to show her 
commitment to the Pan- Arab 
Games although there was no 
Teal competition and said she 
planned to break the 1,500 metre 
record. 

“I promise all Arabs and all 


those who supported me that I 
will break the world record 
soon,” she said. 

She said she would leave for 
Paris Tuesday to be with her 
father who is in hospital there, 
and would not be able to race in 
the 800 metres Wednesday. 

Boulmerka leads her country's 
171-member team at the games 
which opened in Damascus Fri- 
day. 

Meanwhile, a 172-member Ira- 
qi sports team has returned home 
after spending four nights at the 
Jordanian-Syrian border trying to 
get to the Pan-Arab Games, an 
Iraqi embassy official in Amman 
said Monday. 


“They drove back to Baghdad 
yesterday afternoon after spend- 
ing four nights at the Jordanian- 
Syrian border waiting to see if 
Damascus would authorise their 
entry,” he told Reuters. 

“But Syria never responded.” 
Syrian authorities barred the 
athletes from entering Thursday, 
saying Iraq had oot told them it 
was sending a team to the games. 

The Arab League, the main 
umbrella organisation for the 
event which opened m Damascus 
Friday, tried to mediate between 
Iraq and Syria, which have been 
at loggerheads since the 1970s 
because of major ideological dif- 
ferences.

Minister: Support for 
Indian reforms grows 


NEW DELHI (R) — Indian Fi- 
nance Minister Mauroohari Singh 
has said that support for radical 
economic refrains was growing 
among foe political opposition. 

The opposition parties, re- 
garded as a serious obstacle to the 
planned - transformation of a 
moribund socialist economy into 
a tree-market system, were be- 
ginning to appreciate the need for 
his sweeping economic reforms, 
Mr. Singh said. 

“There is an acceptance today 
both among the two communist 
parties and " the right that the 
country must set its fiscal bouse in 
order,” he told senior economists 
at a seminar. 

“the leftists are as aware as 
anybody else in India that the 
public sector in the country is 
over-extended... they are also not 
averse to international borrow- 
ing,” Mr. Singh said. 

He said the opposition had also 
mdorsed die government's policy 
in other spheres such as trade and 
privatisation. “They share the 
need to-, increase our share of 


world trade, which is currently 
less than (one) half per cent.” - 

Mr. Singh acknowledged that 
fears remained. 

‘‘There is a fear anxmg some of 
us that by inviting multinational 
corporations to invest in India, 
we would lose our sovereignty. I 
feet that by creating a stake for 
them in our economy, we’ll have 
a useful ally," he said. “I think 
the multinational corporations 
should acquire a stake in India's 
economy- 

Since taking power in July 
1991, the Congress Party govern- 
ment has shed the protectionist 
cocoon around India’s markets, 
opened them to foreign invest- 
ment and slashed government 
spending. 

“This country should plan for 
inflation rate of three to four per 
cent... if the fiscal discipiiiie is 
maintained we’ll achieve it in the 
next two years,” Mr. Singh said. 

Inflation had dropped to 
around eight per cent from about 
16 per cent when the government 
took power, he said. 


Yugoslav inflation hits 
annual rate of 7,600 per 
cent last month 


BELGRADE (R) — The Yugos- 
lav economy, crippled by regional 
ware and international sanctions, 
recorded a montb-on-moufo rise 
in inflation of 42.4 per cent in 
August, federal authorities have 
said. 

Hie inflation rate since foe 
begiimirg of this year is 4,038 
per cent and 7,607.6 per cent 
since August last year, Tanrjug 
news agency reported. 

The monthly rate reached a 
record high of 102 per cent in 
June but fell to 62 per cent in 
July. 

Inflati on has risen steadily in 
Serbia and Montenegro, the two 
re maining Yugoslav republics, 
with the collapse of economic 
reforms and the disintegration of 
the Yugoslav single market. 

• Slovenia, Croatia, Bosnia and 
Macedonia have all left the fed- 
eration during the last 14 months. 

The United Nations, which 
blames Serbia's leaden- for the 
fighting in Bosnia, im posed a 
trade and economic embargo 
.three -months ago which has 
.sharply- squeezed fuel supplies. 

Living standards hive dropped 
threefold since war broke out in 
June 1991 and sanctions mean 
they are likety to halve again over 
the next six months, foreign and 
domestic economists said. 


Zaire’s currency plunges 31% 


KINSHASA (R) — Zaire’s ailing 
currency has tumbled 31 per cent 
against the dollar in just three 
days after the central bank in- 
jected more cash into the devas- 
tated economy, banking sources 
said Monday.

Mr. Kerin said Australia, as 
chairman of the Cairns Group, 
was drawing up a protest over the 
U.S. action to put to the council 
of the General Agreeme nt o n 
Tariffs and Trade (GATT), 
under which 108 trading nations 
are trying to liberalise trade in the 
faltering Uruguay Round talks.

■About 1,000 members were 
gathered on the South African 
side about SO metres from the 
border at dawn after an all-night 
vig3 nearby in remembrance of 
the dead. 

Up to 28 people were killed 
and nearly 200 wounded when 
Ciskei homeland soldiers opened 
fire, on some 60,000 ANC mar- 
chers at the border Monday in an 
outburst that could have a drastic 
effect on South Africa's negotia- 
tions for democracy. 

- More ANC members were 
gathering at a sports stadium at 
nearby King William's Town 
■where Monday’s ill-fated march 
Jiad started.

ROME (R) — Azeri and Arme- 
nian negotiators said Tuesday no 
ceasefire had been negotiated in 
the disputed Transcaucasian en- 
clave of Nagprno-Karabakh de- 
spite rep ort s of a trace accord last 
month.

Italy, official mediator in tiie 
depute, is frying to secure agree- 
ment on a ceasefire in Nagorno- 
Karabakh at a new round of 
11-nation talks which began Mon- 
day. 

Kept in the dark about the 
Alma-Ata ceasefire, which was 
negotiated while Italian 
mediators were touring tire re- 
gion, Italy has. always said last 
month’s truce did no* apply to 
Nagorno-Karabakh. 

Ethnic fighting began in 
Nagoino-Karabakh in 1988 and 
more than 2,000 people have 
been killed so far. The territory’s 
predominantly Armenian popula- 
tion bas been ruled by Azeris 
since 1923. 

“The ceasefire only applies to 
bat spots along die border be- 
tween Azerbaijan and Armenia 
we still have to talk about 
Nagorno-Karabakh,” said Nadir 
Mekhtiev, chief Azeri delegate at 
the Rome talks. 

“It is completely wrong to say a 
ceasefire has .been agreed in 


Nagorno-Karabakh,” echoed 
Armenia's chief negotiator Kris- 
tian Der-Stepanian. “It. only cov- 
ers parts of our border." 

Although Azerbaijan says 
Nagorno-Karabakh bas. been in- 
vaded by an Armenian expedi- 
tionary corps, Armenia insists its 
troops are not involved and has 
always said it had no mandate. to 
negotiate on behalf of ,thd' en- 
daVe’fc Anneipou eoypmttnity?

The Nigoi.'So-IUnfil'ski:: Arme- 
nians proclaimed their independ- 
ence last year, but have so far 
won no international 'recognition 
— not even from their brethren m 
Yerevan. 

The enclave’s Armenian forces 
were reported to have launched a 
major counter-attack last Satur- 
day to recaptu r e positions seized 
by the Azeri army in an offensive 
begun last June. 

Armenian and Azeri diplomats 
said a protocol defining the exact 
areas along tiie border where the 
ceasefire applied had been signed 
at Idzhevan in northern Armenia 
on Sept. 3.

Refugees attacked in at 
least 7 German towns 


POTSDAM, Germany (AP) — 
Rightist 'radicals attacked refugee 
RUten in u feast seven German 
ffiAms and'^atiesy' 'police ikaid 
Tuesday. 

to a newspaper interview, tiie 
bead of the country's internal 
security agency said he fears the 
violence that started on Aug. 22 
will continue, especially in econo- 
mically depressed eastern Ger- 
many.- . 

Edcart Wertbebach, head of 
the' Constitntionhl Protection 
Office, said there were skinheads 
and neo-Nazis In east Germany 
even under Communist rule. 

“Now they are more fanatic, 
brutal and politically polarised 
.than in the west,” Mr. Werth- 
ebach told ' the Mitteldeutscbe 
Zeitung newspaper of Halle. 

Of the seven attacks reported 
overnight, five took place in east- 
ern Germany. 

Potsdam police southwest of 
Berlin said radicals set fires that 
gutted two cars owned by re- 
fugees outside an asylum shelter, 
in the town- of Schulzenknf in 
Brandenburg State. 

No one was injured and the 
attaefreq fled before police ar- 


rived. 

About 40 young radicals threw 
firebombs at .a refugee shelter 
and smashed’ windows on two 
cars parked nearby before escap- 
ing m the Harz region town of 

AttacfcTsLo took plaice at asy- 
lum shelters in the northeastern 
towns of Anklam where five 
radicals attempted to torch a re- 
fugee home, and in Bohlen where 
two men threw firebombs at a 
home for foreigners. 

Youthful rightists also threw 
stones ala refugee shelter in the 
town of Geisa in Thuringia state, 
police said. No injuries were re- 
ported and damage was minor. 

. Unknown assailants threw fire- 
bombs at an asylum shelter in 
Roesrath near the Rhine River 
dty of Cologne. One of the fire- 
bombs crashed through a window 
at the shelter, but occupants 
quickly put out the blaze and no 
mm was injured, police said. 

In the Ruhr industrial town of 
Mneflmim, radicals threw a prac- 
tice grenade through the window 
of a refugee shelter. The grenade- 
exploded in the stir canting minor 
damage in the home but no one 
was injured,- police said.

New opinion' polls showed 
Democrat Bill Qmton's lead over 
tire Republican President narrow- 
ing somewhat with election day 
less than two months away on 
Nov. 3. 

Both candidates were in tire 
important election battleground 
of the U.S. midwest, where score 
analysts believe tbe election will 
be decided. 

- At a country fair in Waukesha, 
Wisconsin, near Milwaukee, Mr. 
Bush told several thousand well- 
wishers his priority is to “build 
economic security for the work- 
ing men and women" of Amer- 
ica, while Mr. Clinton was trying 
to exploit economic hardships “to 
scare American workers so he 
can slip into office with that failed 
tax-and-spend philosophy of tbe 
past” - • 

“Today is the Itichoff day for 
fire se campaigns. ' My opponent 
will kick off ha campaign with a 
message of fear, telling us our 
nation is in decline ... wrong 
absolutely wrong, Goveroor Clm- 
ton," Mr. Bush said. 

Mr. Clinton tried to shift media 
attention to Mr. Bush's alleged 
role in the Iran-contra scandal, 
away from allegation that Mr.

To him it 
doesn’t matter that Truman faced 
an opposite situation — raDemoc- 

rat r unning a gainst a Repub lican- 
atatroDed Congress.. _ 

“Harry Truman ran as an 
underdog just as I am, and be 
liked it, and so do L And Harry 
Truman admitted when be made 
a m istake. God knows Tve done, 
the same thing, and Tve admitted 
it,” said Mr. Bush. 

Mr. Bush said Truman would 
“find little in common with Gov- 
ernor Clinton, a man who hedges 
or dudes on almost every tough 
issue.” 

But in a rousing speech to an 
enthusiastic rally on the town 
square in Truman’s home town of 
Independence, Missouri, Mr. 
Cfihton said Truman would never 
fry to assign blame the way Mr. 
Bush has over tiie U.S. recession. 

Mr. Harry Truman had a sign 
on Ins desk — yon remember 
what it said? Hie buck stops here. 
Btt when George Bush became 
president, he put that sign' in the ' 
basement and put another sign on. 
Ins desk. It stud: The blame be-

LONDON (R) — A former head 
of the English j officiary has con- 
demned the media's obsession 
with the royal family as an abuse 
of their human rights. Lord Hail- 
sham, a former Lord Chancellor, 
said recent story about the Duch- 
ess of York and Princess Diana 
were “serious infringements" of 
the right to privacy set out in the 
European Convention of Human 
Rights. He said it was perverse of 
the press to have given wide 

prominence to instrusive stories 
and then to wonder solemly how 
long the monarchy could survive 
publication of such intimate de- 
tails of the private lives of the 
royal family.

London Zoo, whose star 
inmates have included a Panda 
called Chi-Chi and a gorilla 
named Guy, is over a cash crisis 
and has escaped planned closure 
at tbe end of this month. There 
was public outcry in Britain at 
plans unveiled in June to close 
tbe zoo, set up in 1828 in Lou- 
don’s Regent’s Park as tire brain- 
child of Sir Stamford Raffles, 
founder of Singapore. Tbe threat 
of closure sparked debate over 
whether caged tigers and 
elephants should be a thing of the 
past or kept fear future genera- 
tions.
